Dates And Site Announced 
For 1998 Mexican National DX Meeting 


The Fourth National Meeting of Mexican DXers will take place July 31-August 2, 1998 in the city 
of Tehuacan, in Puebla State -- about three hours southeast of Mexico City by car or bus. 

Tehuacan is well-known throughout Mexico for its hot springs and sparkling mineral water. It 
also produces wines and houses a number of colonial churches and temples. Tehuacan is only 90 
minutes from Puebla, Mexico's third largest city, which is surrounded by breathtaking volcanos 
and ruins of ancient pyramids. Puebla is famous for its cathedral and other colonial buildings, a 
large central plaza, colorful Talavera tiles, and great leather shoe and handicraft shopping. 

A tentative program for the DX meeting has been announced by organizer Erika Guerrero 
Buendia, including seminars on “Radio in Cyberspace," “DXing in Mexico and the New 
Millenium,” “Perspectives on the University Station,” “Youth and DXing," "Tourism Promotion 
through Shortwave Radio,” and "Culture on Shortwave Radio." 

Other convention sessions will deal with how to choose a receiver, how to make a reception 
report, how to form a DX club and how to make an external antenna. “Stamp Collecting and 
Shortwave,” clandestine stations and environmental programs on shortwave radio are the topics of 
other seminars. There will also be a welcome dinner, a tour of Tehuacan and the surrounding area, 
and roundtable discussions with DX club leaders and radio station representatives. 

All shortwave listeners and broadcasters throughout Mexico and around the world are invited 
to take part in the Mexican National DX Meeting in Tehuacan. A basic knowledge of Spanish will 
be helpful, as most convention activities will be conducted in Spanish. If there is sufficient interest, 
there may be activities in English as well. The meeting site is accessible by very comfortable deluxe 
buses from Mexico City’s international airport. Hotel and conference costs will be minimal in order 
to permit the maximum number of people to attend.

Brief ad 
or announcement, then into faitbol program. Rough copy, but separable from 620.00 group

Calle 2..." (no 
reference to the other FM freqs, or MW for that matter), into Cuban news 1301 by man and 
woman. Retune at 1357, airing one of the old "Diccionario de Cuba" minute or so segments, 
then the familiar old carted theme at 1400 with SS woman ID followed by EE man (Langston 
Wright, of RHC), same ID 1430 into cruddy ‘new’ Sting /Police remix by Puff Daddy, then 
“Africa” by Toto. [Krueger-FL] 

1370.41 UNID, DEC 1 0200 - probably Mexico, looping NW/SE. [Wilkins-CO] 

1620 ARGENTINA, DEC 14 0510 - what is probably the new Argentine first discovered by the 
guys in Newfoundland and also heard by Larry Godwin in Montana is being heard right 
now. Lots of QSB but good signal on peaks riding up over the TIS's and dear old PCH. Man 
in Spanish, sounds religious, some periods of quiet instrumental music. Looked for this last 
night but not heard. Now playing vocal music. Go get'em before the USA X-band stations 
come on and make this a thing of the past. [Merriman-VA] I listened on-and- off amid the 
TIS talkathon clutter from 0405 to around 0605 and heard similar programming, the SS tele- 
talk, SS preacher and what sounded like gospel music bridges. Totally atop the others only a 
few times here with the ever present TIS. The 1025 and 2 50 footers helped pull this out of the 
mess. Thanks, Al, for the heads-up. [Funkenhauser-ON] (See Station News below - Jim) 

1622.53 unID PIRATE, DEC 6 0355 - oldies including "Fever" by Little Willy John and "See You 
Later, Alligator" by Bill Haley & the Comets. Not sure if Euro-pirate or domestic. 
[Connelly*H-MA] 

John speaks: "One of my goals was to hit 140 Mexican stations by the end of the "season". Have 
reached it with the XEGH log. Guess I'll shoot for 150! Have yet to do a Beverage event this year. 
Guess ‘Fonista’ is the hottest new XE slogan/network. Had not heard it before, but my last two 
new XE stations have used the slogan along with the phrase ‘con la musica de mi tierra’.”

TIS interference - Jim) 

ARGENTINA: 1620 R Esmeralda, Buenos Aires. Several DXers have logged this new one. DX- 
friend Gabriel Ivan Barrera provides us with additional info: Their broadcasts are in // with 
100.3 Mhz “Cardinal”. ID: “Desde Buenos Aires transmite FM 100.3 Cardinal en simultaneo 
con AM 1620 Esmeraldas”. This is a new station and has no relation with Radio Universo de 
Glew, also in Buenos Aires. (This info per Argentinian DXer Norberto Pugliese). Also 
Argentinian DXer Marcelo Cornachioni informs us via GIB that Radio Esmeralda started 
broadcasts from the beginning of NOV 1997 and that they have a religion programming 
format (Pentecostal) around the clock. QTH: Avda. San Juan 2461, 1232-Buenos Aires, 
Argentina.

CUBA: Arnaldo "Arnie" Coro, host of Radio Habana's “DXer's Unlimited" program sent this e-mail 
message to IDXD: “Saw a report of Radio Taino on 1180 kHz? Taino is not broadcasting on 
that frequency anymore. There, on 1180 kHz, you will find Radio Rebelde in // to many 
other frequencies like 710 , 620, 600, 550 etc. Also 890 Radio Progreso is not Santiago de 
Cuba, but Ciego de Avila province." R. Taino was reported on 1180 in the most recent IDXD, 
but it looks like this was Radio Rebelde instead. By the way, Arnie is looking for a design 
plan for a “big box loop” for medium wave. If you can help him, contact him at

PORTUGAL: Radio Comercial is not transmitting on 1674 kHz (see last week's IDXD). If you 
realize, 1674 kHz is the second harmonic of 558 kHz (558 x 3 = 1674). This harmonic comes 
from the Radio Comercial Faro transmitter on 558 kHz, recently reactivated and not very 
good fixed (as your friend reports). Nothing to do with a hypothetical European MW 
Expanded Band to 1700 (remember that most ot maritime radiocommunications, coastal and 
point to point stations are lying here). [Jorge Garzén, Medi-DX e-mail] (Last week's report 
concerning this logging from Michael Hoover neglected to mention that the report was first 
posted on Harry Helms' Web Page [www.DXing.com] - a very fine source of DX info and

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Newfoundland DXpedition VI 


24-29 November, 1997 
A report assembled by Jean Burnell, St. John's, Newfoundland 


Introduction 

On Saturday, November 22nd, seven-year-old Christopher and almost-four-year-old Emily 
accompanied me to the familiar DX venue at Cappahayden, with the car laden with the makings of 
a DXpedition: many rolls of antenna wire, coaxial cables, ground rods, food, receivers, cassette 
recorders, etc. We set up a Beverage antenna along the sea shore towards northern Europe (ca. 600 
m), and, aided by Christopher, I arranged the ICE antenna splitters, the coax cables, the switches, 
and my two receivers in the “shack.” Christopher punched in the frequencies that I requested on 
my Drake R8A as I searched for a poor connection that seemed responsible for the lack of signals 
coming from our one Beverage. However, it did not take long to ascertain that the problem was not 
the antenna or any of the hardware in the shack. The problem was propagation — there wasn't any 
from northern Europe! It was likely this would have been the best night to be looking for signals 
from the south, but I had no antenna aimed in that direction, and it was getting late for the 
children. We headed back to St. John's in order to meet Neil Kazaross, who was scheduled to 
arrive from Chicago. When we arrived home we were greeted by an enraged Neil on the answering 
machine. He had missed his flight due to the inability of US Air to identify St. John's, 
Newfoundland, as a bone fide travel destination, so he would not arrive until the next night. 

It was good to see Neil finally! One cannot find for a more intense and skillful DX companion, 
so it was with considerable anticipation and excitement that we headed for Cappahayden the next 
morning. We installed a Beverage just over 1 km in length towards eastern Brazil. On every 
previous Newfoundland DXpedition the Braz-Bev had been the major conduit for southern DX, 
and this time we used twisted-pair wire that was terminated into a “Byan” system. (To make a 
long story short, remotely tuning this very long wire turned out to be disappointing until five or six 
30 to 70 m radials were deployed some days later.) Transatlantic propagation continued to suffer 
from the solar event that I had noted on the 22nd. Therefore, on this DXpedition even more than on 
previous efforts, the Braz-Bev was the mainstay of our operation, whether it was unidirectional or 
not. 

Neil and I have a similar DX philosophy: go for hard stuff. lt is certainly flashy to report that 
over eighty, or even over one hundred countries were heard on medium wave in a week, but we've 
done that. Therefore, we decided that we were going. to concentrate on stations previously 
unlogged in Newfoundland (and likely unlogged in North America). We decided that our best 
bets, considering conditions and available antennas, were going to be in Brazil, so the logs below 
contain many “new” Brazilians of which most are low-powered. Of course, many of the bigger 
Brazilian stations (e.g. Radio Capital on 1040 kHz) were heard, but by and large we did not waste 
time making notes about these. ; , 

I should also point out some other highlights. It was my impression that signals from the deep 
south” of South America were not as good as on previous DXpeditions. This made it especially 
exciting to log previously unheard stations Emisora del Siglo from Montevideo on 1410 kHz and 
Radiodifusora Misiones from Posadas, Argentina, on 670 kHz in the same evening. 1 also 
managed to dig out Radio Continental from Buenos Aires by phasing out some of the huge signal 
from my local on 590 kHz, VOCM. Neil noticed a signal on 1620 kHz that turned out to be a new 
Argentinean religious station, Radio Esmeraldas, that has since been heard by others in Canada 
and the US. We also managed to log Peru (Radio Unién) on 880 kHz, and we had a weak signal on 
900 kHz that was likely Radio El Sol, also from Peru. 

We also extended two Beverages approximately 1 km in length at remote sites. These were off 
the road, and entailed DXing from my car. We had little time to DX with these, due mainly to the 
really rotten weather. One antenna was at a site only ten minutes by car from Cappahayden. It 
‘was aimed at the bulge of Africa. When we did try this antenna we were met with static crashes of 
midsummer proportions on top of pretty mediocre TA conditions. We only made one serious log 
with this antenna, but it was a beauty: Dutse, Nigeria on 1026 kHz! Ironically, the most surprising 
log of the DXpedition was Damagun, Nigeria, on 756 kHz, that we heard on the Braz-Bev from 
Cappahayden. The other Beverage was near Trepassey, and it was aimed at western South 
America. Propagation was not in our favor when we used this antenna. We did not hear much- 
sought-after Chile or Peru, Bolivia, or Ecuador on this antenna, although plenty of shorter-haul DX 
was available from the Caribbean. What was most remarkable about this antenna was the local- 
like reception of every Bermuda station it afforded an hour or more after our local sunrise. In fact, 
we had intelligible audio on 1160 kHz at noon by groundwave with this antenna, and carriers were 
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detected for some other Bermudans. These two antennas demonstrated considerable potential, so 
both sites will certainly be used more heavily on future DXpeditions. 

The logging section below will seem shorter than from previous efforts, but closer examination 
will also reveal the highest proportion of very rare DX, so many of these catches gave us 
considerable satisfaction. We had a lot of fun. We'll do it again!

648 BOTSWANA R. Botswana, Orapa, 24 Nov, 2116 - Reggae music heard very faintly under 
Spain, definitely / / 4820; this was unidentifiable without the SW parallel, SIO 222-1. 

756 NIGERIA Borno R. Corp., Damagun, 24 Nov, 2043-2100* - Man in African language (only 
audible on the Braz-Bev), [Ded as "Radio Maiduguri" at 2050, Nigerian Pledge of Allegiance 
and Anthem before the transmitter went off at 2100; deep fades, SIO 332. A surprise catch since 
African signals were generally not doing well, and there was not even a hint of the most often heard 
Nigerian (on 1170) . 

873 GERMANY AFN, Frankfurt, 24 Nov, 2226 - Noted in passing, woman with US accent giving 
financial news; mixed with Spain, SIO 322. 

1008 CANARYISLANDS R. Las Palmas (EAJ50), 22 Nov, 2154 - Sports play-by-play, dominating 
the Dutch station; SIO 333. 

1008 NETHERLANDS NOS R. 5, Flevoland, 22 Nov, 2157 - Classical music, announcer in Dutch; 
SIO 222, under R. Las Palmas, although on a NW-pointing European Beverage strengths are 
normally vice-versa. This log and the above are included to illustrate the conditions that preceded 
the DXpedition. 

1026 NIGERIA Jigawa Broadcasting Corp., Dutse, 28 Nov, 2015-2100 - Massive Spanish QRM but 
underneath was an African-accented woman speaking in EE about health care, and a man 
was heard with "This is Radio Jigawa" at 2031, then more talk and pop song at 2058; SIO 
322-1. This was the only good log we made on a 1-km wire aimed at Africa...but it was worth the 
effort! 

1035 ITALY RAI Radiodue synchros, 24 Nov, 2142 - Italian ad for cell phones, then rock music, // 
1449; SIO 333. 

1035 SCOTLAND NorthSound Two, Aberdeen, 22 Nov, 2200 - Scottish-accented male with news 
and weather, then woman announcer with ID and pop music; SIO 322. 

1062 ITALY RAI Radiodue synchros, 22 Nov, 2207 - Italian news over Danmarks R.; SIO 322. 

1215 ENGLAND Virgin R. synchros, 22 Nov, 2150 - Usually a very routine, strong signal had 
pitifully tiny audio with rock music at this time, noted just after the European Beverage was 
erected; SIO 242 with SS QRM and splatter from VOAR (1210). At the same time Norway was 
inaudible on 1314. This log is included to illustrate the solar-storm conditions that preceded the 
DXpedition. 

1314 UNITED ARAB EMIRATES R. of the UAE, Dabiya, 24 Nov, 2124 - Arabic music under 
Spain on the European Beverage; SIO 322 with no sign of usually dominant Norway. 

1449 IRAN IRIB, Bandar-e-Torkman, 24 Nov, 2138-2142 - Earnest male chanting over Italy, 
faded to nothing at 2142; distorted audio, $1O 433. 

1458 ALBANIA R. Tirana, Fllaké, 25 Nov, 1916 - ID and summary of upcoming program in FF; 
SIO 443. 

1476 AUSTRIA ORF, Bisamberg, 24 Nov, 2001 - Presumed; man in Austrian-accented German; 
QRM from Dubai and a UK station, SIO 333. 

1502 ANGOLA Em. Prov. do Benguela, Benguela, 28 Nov, 2040 - Presumed; PP talk, plagued by 
hets; SIO 222. 

1548 ENGLAND BBC R. Bristol, Mangotsfield, 25 Nov, 1832 - Woman with BBC news, weather, 
and financial news, male with "Radio Bristol” ID at 1835 then Ray Charles song; SIO 433.

535 GRENADA GBC, St. George's, 24 Nov, 2230-2237 - Lots of sports news in "Sports Report," 
sponsored by Sunshine Flour; SIO 333. 
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ARGENTINA BR. Continental (LS4), Buenos Aires, 28 Nov, 0410-0520 - Phasing on local 
VOCM required constant adjustment, emerged at 0410 over R. Continente (Venezuela) with 
ad for "Banco de la Provincia de Buenos Aires,” and other ads, ID at 0417 discerned only on 
tape review; SIO 422. 

VENEZUELA BR. Continente (YVKL), Caracas, 28 Nov, 0406 - Ad for restaurant “en Caracas,” 
then old-fashioned Venezuelan music; SIO 422 with local powerhouse VOCM reduced by 
phasing; SIO 422. First time I’ve been able to reduce VOCM to a useful level. 

BRAZIL R. Gaticha (ZYK278), Porto Alegre, 26 Nov, 0302 - Briefly dominant with IDs; SIO 
432. 

CUBA R. Rebelde (CMKV), Urbano Norris, 29 Nov, 1028 - Time check,. woman introduced 
report from Santiago; ORM froma station on 600.05 kHz; SIO 433. 

SURINAME RR. Paramaribo, Paramaribo, 26 Nov, 0258 - Presumed; Hindi music heard 
behind R. Gaticha and Mundial Sucre; SIO 222. 

VENEZUELA Mundial Sucre (YVQB), Cumand, 26 Nov, 0312-0355* - R. Gaticha faded down 
leaving a man introducing "La Palabra de Dios" program “en Radio Mundial Sucre;" after the 
program there was the long ID/sign-off announcement at 0351, Venezuelan anthem and off; 
SIO 433-2. 

BRAZIL R. Piratininga (ZYK589), Guaratinguetaé, 28 Nov, 0115 - Congested frequency with a 
number of Brazilian signals (most un{Ded, although one had a "CBN" ID at 0005), Colombia, 
Venezuela, Trinidad, domestic in FF, etc! At 0015 a weak Brazilian promo/ID came through: 
" _,Guaratinguetd...Rddio Piratininga..." Although there was plenty of PP heard between 
0005-0124, I can't tell if this was the same station or others; SIO 232 briefly. Nevertheless, with 
only 250-watts at night, this station from southern Brazil was the best Brazilian catch, in my opinion. 
COLOMBIA Rdif. Nac. de Colombia, unknown location, 28 Nov, 0111 - Became quite strong 
with "Radiodifusora Nacional de Colombia desde Amazonas” IDs, lively harp music; SIO 
433. Is this actually the Bogotd RCN station (HJKL) or has the Rdif. Nacional station on 570 
(HJHP) moved?

1190 BRAZIL R. CBN (ZY]594), Natal, 26 Nov, 2042 - Presumed ex R. Tropical; ID listing a 
number of cities (including Natal), R. Tropical used to be a good early-evening signal here, 
SIO 444. 

1210 VENEZUELA R. Anzodtegui (YVZT), Barcelona, 29 Nov, 2149-2200 - Baseball play-by-play, 
QRM from local VOAR, WPHT, and another SS station; S1O 333. 

1230 BRAZIL R. Guararema (ZY]816), Sao José, 27 Nov, 0018-0031 - Ads and jingles, mellow pops, 
clear ID at 0029; SIO 332. 

1240 BRAZIL ’R. Macaraibo” unlisted station, 25 Nov, 2125 - Pretty clear ID noted, but I don't 
know where this was from; SIO 333-2. 

1240 VENEZUELA  R. Nacional (YVNV), Punta Tumatey, 29 Nov, 2141 - Presumed; SS ads, 
possibly horse racing, more ads, prices in bolivares; SIO 332.

1470.04 VENEZUELA R. Vibracién (YVSY), Carapano, 27 Nov, 0035 - Hype ID, LA music, ads 
with priced in “bolivares" for stores in Caripano, "Cinco y Seis" horse racing; SIO 433. 27 
Nov, 0355 - Sigming off, state then national anthems; SIO 444. 

1500 BRAZIL R. Montanhesa (ZYL215), Vicgosa, 25 Nov, 2305-2350 - PP heard through the 
esp with IDs at 2307 and 2341; a second Brazilian audible here was not identified; 

1520 BRAZIL R. Salinas (Z Y]610), Macau, 28 Nov, 0208-0301 - Two Brazilians, one with religion 
was not identified, other had plenty of Brazilian music, "Salinas" noted at 0213 and "Radio 
Salinas Macau" followed by FM frequency and "Capital FM" jingle at 0259; SIO 433-2.

1580 VENEZUELA R. Manzanares (YVTK), Cumand, 26 Nov, 0116-0121 - Talk about a sporting 
event in the “Estado de Sucre,” ID, then talk about an oceanographic program at the 
university; QRM from a Brazilian, possibly ZYJ613, SIO 332. 

1600 PUERTO RICO R. Luz (WLUZ), Santurce, 29 Nov, 2159 - Two IDs and a jingle after religious 
program; battling domestics including WUNR and WWRL, SIO 433-2. 

1620 ARGENTINA R. Esmeraldas, Buenos Aires, 24 Nov, 2310-2347 - Religious talk and 
telephone conversations, occasional music, canned IDs announced location and mentioned 
that this was simultaneous with "Cardinal" on 100.3 MHz EM; SIO 353. This is a new station 
and has no relation with R. Universo de Glew, which has been listed in some publications. (This info 
from Argentinean DXer Norberto Pugliese). Marcelo Cornachioni informs us that Radio Esmeraldas 
started broadcasts from the beginning of Nov 1997 and that they have a religious programming 
format round the clock; address: Avda. San Juan 2461, 1232-Buenos Aires, Argentina; Tel.: 54-1- 
9411723...all of this from Gabriel Ivan Barrera via Horacio Nigro.

Greetings! Well, another DX Season is in full swing, and I'm finally getting a breather from 
work (USPS), and wanted to pass along an observation for sending mail to both radio stations, and 
to relatives/ friends. The standard disclaimer that this is coming from me and not the USPS is in 
effect. Many of us can recall the days when mail addressed simply to a person or radio station plus 
the city /state would almost always guarantee accurate delivery (actually, the post office at which | 
work is still like that!). For the most part, those days are gone, and the day of the 9-digit zip is upon 
us. Without going into a long discussion, here's a suggestion based on my daily observations of 
"missent mail.” Make certain that the zip code (5 or 9 digit) is correct. If in doubt, call your post 
office. If possible, type the numerals or carefully print them. Also, if you're print pitch is 12, use 14 
pitch for the zip code: make it stand out from the rest of the address. We routinely receive mail 
where the city name is our name (Trenton - same as a few other cities), but the state and zip code 
are so illegible that the mail has to be returned to the sender. The USPS is far from perfect, but we 
do try to do our best and help...maybe the above will help get your DX report to the right city, and 
station CE. (Another source of accurate ZIP codes: <<www.usps.gov/>> -pls.) 

No DX here. Still waiting for the R-70 to get home from the Radio Doctor, and then hopefully 
some DX!

Like, I was tuned to 730 khz, hoping for WBZS at 4:30PM, and I listened 
for a half hour, hoping to catch their ID at 5PM. | got an ID all rightie, but not that of WBZS, twas 
only daytime semi-regular WJTO! I’ve noted WVBF around 4:30PM with the announcer reading 
from the local newspapers, apparently for the blind. Others noted at sunset are WPHT-1210, 
WBUR-1240 and someone on 1490 with the non ID “The ------ Valley’s country music station”, 
anybody know who it is? Also heard some twilights are WOFN-1130 under WBBR til their power 
change, WONZ-1580, WWLE-1170, WPZE-1260 and VOCM-740 overpowering CBL. Last evening, 
12/11, I noted a weaker TIS on 1610 under the semi local one in Falmouth, but not loud enough for 
an ID.

WTAC-600 seems 
stronger than it did 20 years ago, when I lived here in 1977-78, WI AC was usually gone at night. 
Tonight, semi city grade signal. Something changed. Also different is 730, before at night it was 
CHIR, now an unJD French talker. 850 has French on it, courtesy of CKVL, with a weak WRMR 
under. In Lima, its all KOA. On 1140, WRVA is solid at night where in Lima, it is iffy. 1150, sorry, 
no WIMA, it was all CKOC with an UNID rock station under them. WOWO still dominates 1190, 
just a little splash from WHAM-1180. 1210 is weak in Lima but strong in Almont. WSAI-1530 
bombs in after the sign off of WLSP at 6:15PM 9which is well after their schedule sign off time).

Having recently joined the ranks of the NRC in July ’97, herewith is my belated inaugural muse. 
lam 26 years old, currently employed as a substitute teacher in Cookeville, TN, having graduated 
from TN Tech (the local university) in 1996. I hope to become a fulltime teacher soon, there is a lot 
of competition. I have been interested in radio and AM DXing ever since I was a freshman in high 
school in Lamesa, TX (60 miles S of Lubbock), when | used to tune KLDD-570 (now KLIF) some 300 
miles distant during the daytime on my inexpensive Sears multiband. Until recently, I employed a 
Hammerlund HQ180A for reception purposes, which unfortunately no longer works (something 
continually fries a resistor and its replacements). The local repairman is a tube illiterate , so while 
the 180 gathers dust, | use a National Panasonic R-457 and a GE Superadio III. I purchased the 
Panasonic from a used shop, but haven't seen much about this radio. It performs quite well on AM 
& SW, and has 2 speakers, a signal strength meter and appears to be on 70's vintage. Does anyone 
know anything about this receiver? The Superadio does an excellent job as well, despite some 
annoying heterodynes on 910, 920, 940 and 950 (Our local station, WHUB-1400, is also annoying).

First, an introduction, I am 39, and work as a Network Engineer for US Bancorp in St Paul, and 
have been DXing Medium wave on and off since 1968, I have been a member of the NRC on and off 
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since the mid 70's. I attended the 1977 convention in Lincoln, NE where I met Ernie Weslowski, 
and many others. I am currently president of our local Minnesota DX Club, where we have several 
NRC members in our midst. I currently use a Drake R-8A, and a Drake SW-8 (the newer model 
with selectable sideband synchrnous detection). I do some DXing, but my main interests are in 
equipment, and antennas. Along with Jim Dale, I am currently working on several different loop 
antenna designs for medium wave. S/N ratio, and balance seem to be the two main problems with 
loops, and are difficult to overcome. The spiral design seems to work best, in the tests that we have 
performed so far. I miss the comments that you used to see in the musings about receivers. I am 
curious, has anyone done a side-by-side comparison of the Drake R8 or R8-A against an AOR 
7030? What is the difference for DXing up against strong locals? Also, has anyone had a chance to 
use a Drake R8-B yet? The Drake equipment is pretty good , as far as I can tell, by using it. The SW8 
is quite good for the money, and rivals the old receivers of yesteryear for performance. 

Conditions seem to be good lately, with a lot of stuff coming in, including some TA's. I have also 
been focusing in on the graveyard channels, using the loop antennas that we have been working 
on. It seems that a lower gain antenna helps to eliminate the crud on the graveyard channels. I 
would be interested in knowing if anyone else has observed this. It seems that most loop antennas 
on the market have excessive amplification, which causes readability problems on weak signals 
(excess noise), and cause crowded channels to sound muddier; however, the S meter reads higher 
with these antennas. | would also like to experiment with phased longwires but do not have the 
space. I concur with Mark Connelly that phased wires would provide performance over a loop, but 
for those of us in an urban locale without space it is out of the question. 

I would also like to take this opportunity to wish everyone a happy, and prosperous 1998. 73

Just want you to know I'm still around and enjoying the DX season. I was going to Muse right 
after the Convention, but that was 4 months ago ! I really did have a fine time at the Convention 
despite the incident of the misplaced ? veries.
